Large-scale deportations started on 26 Wareh LOGO “wrtrn—s4xe0 
raided at nightfall and the inhabitants taken away. PWs.on 29 March 
1949 observed six large railroac shipments of deported Latvians (sic) 
on the ISHVI-NAAVA railroad line. Thirteen such shipments were ob.. 
served on 30 March 1949, 


Estonians told PWs that each Shipment carried about two thousand 
persons, The deportations were carried through by the liVD, with 
the help of Comnunists living in the various districts. 


ISHVI.* Fifty to sixty railroad cars of deportees were shipped from 
TSHVT alone. sos were farmers and their families who were op. 
posed to collectivization. The Py observed two large shipments 

of, deportees passing through the IGHVI railroad station, one from 
TARTU and one from TALLINN, 


A #7 who was assicned to loaving work at the SVEN 
‘LOVoK Yailroad station at the beginning of April 1949 counted 
about 15 trains of ueportees, It was learned that they came from 
tne Baitic states, 


ULELISUE and KRITA. German Pils learned from Ustionians that 
deported iistonians of all classes of people were entrained at the 
ULEUTOTE and KRILA railroad stations. the deportess had to sign 
up for a three-year period of "voluntary" labor service in Russia, 


TALLINN. Persons taken from the TALLINN Jails were entrained on 
three Consecutive Gays durin: the last two weeks of March 1949 on 
a side track behind the TALLINN main railroad stetion. The rails 
road cars were coupled to a train which was to leave in the direc. 
tion of LININGRAD at 1:36 PeM@, stach shipment consisted of 80 to 
10U persons,
